Cork—Four young Sinn Feiners were executed in the bar- 


racks here today by a firing squad. They were Patrick O'Sulli- 
van, Thos. Mulcahy. Patric^ Ronayne and Maurice Moore. 
They 


were charged with waging war against the Crown Forces. O'Sul- 
livan and Ronayne were lead before the firing squad at 8 o'clock. 
When their bodies were removed 15 minutes later the other two 
were taken before the firing squad. At the barrack gates a crowd 
of relatives had collected. They were comforted by two priests. 
The women in the crowd were much affected by the volleys which 
announced the death of the men. The crowd remained kneelmj; 
while the volleys were heard which announced that the sentences 
had been carried out.
